The amendment filed December 1 1 , 2002 proposes amendments to claims 1,15, 
16, and 29-31 that do not comply with 37 CFR 1 .173(b), which sets forth the manner of 
making amendments in reissue applications.

a) In claims 1,15 and 16, all underlining and bracketing must be made in comparison to 
the claims of the issued patent, and not in comparison to any previous amendment. 

b) Claims 29-31 should be underlined in full, as these are new claims in comparison to 
the claims of the issued patent.

The December 11, 2002 amendment has not been entered; thus the supplemental 
paper should include all proposed changes to the claims, i.e. including the proposed 
changes to claims 2-4 and new claims 32-36.
